In the year two thousand and sixteen, on the twenty-ninth of 
December. 

Before Us, MaTtre Martine SCHAEFFER, notary residing in 
Luxembourg, Grand Duchy of Luxembourg. 

Was held an extraordinary general meeting of the sole shareholder of 
Kildare Holdings Luxembourg S.a r.l., a Luxembourg private limited 
liability company ( societe a responsabilite limitee), having its registered 
office at 8, Boulevard Paul Eyschen, L-1480 Luxembourg and registered 
with the Luxembourg Trade and Companies Register under number B 
182.789 (the Company). The Company was incorporated on October 
17 th , 2013 pursuant to a deed of the undersigned notary, published in 
the Memorial C, Recueil des Societes et Associations, N° 308, on 
February 4 th , 2014, and its articles of association were amended for the 
last time on December 14 th 2016 pursuant to a deed of the same notary, 
not yet published in the Recueil Electronique des Societes et 
Associations. 


There appeared: 

Kildare Holdings, Ltd., as general partner of Kildare GenPar I LP 
which is the general partner of Kildare European Partners I, LP, a 
partnership organized under the laws of Bermuda, having its registered 
office at Clarendon House, 2 Church Street, in HM11 Hamilton 
(Bermuda), registered with the Bermuda Registrar of Companies under 
number 47944, duly represented by Mr Louis PALETTA (acting in its 
capacity as one of the directors of Kildare Holdings, Limited, the general 
partner of Kildare GenPar I, LP, which is the general partner of Kildare 
European Partners I, LP) (the Sole Shareholder), 
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here represented by Mrs Corinne PETIT, employee, with professional 
address at 74, avenue Victor Hugo, L-1750 Luxembourg, by virtue of a 
proxy given under private seal in Westlake, Texas, U.S.A. on December 
28 th , 2016. 

Such proxy, after having been signed “ne varietur’’ by the proxyholder 
and the undersigned notary, will remain attached to the present deed to 
be filed with the registration authorities. 

The Sole Shareholder requested the undersigned notary to record the 
following: 

I. that all the 1 ,000,000 (one million) shares having a nominal value 
of USD 1 (one US Dollar) each, representing the entirety of the share 
capital of the Company of USD 1,000,000 (one million US Dollars) are 
duly represented at the Meeting; 

II. that the agenda of the general meeting of the Sole Shareholder is 
worded as follows: 

(a) Waiver of the convening notices; 

(b) Reduction of the share capital of the Company by an amount of 
USD 100,000 (one hundred thousand US Dollars) from its current 
amount of USD 1,000,000 (one million US Dollars) to USD 900,000 
(nine hundred thousand US Dollars) by way of the repurchase and the 
subsequent cancellation of an aggregate amount of 100,000 (one 
hundred thousand) Class J Shares held by the Sole Shareholder in the 
share capital of the Company; 

(c) Approval of the Class J Total Cancellation Amount (as defined in 
the articles of association of the Company) which is of USD 42,000,000, 
as determined by the board of managers of the Company on 28 
December 2016; 

(d) Subsequent amendment of articles 5, 10 and 19 of the articles of 
association of the Company so as to reflect the amendments referred to 
under item (b) above; 

(e) Amendment of the share register of the Company in order to 
reflect the changes adopted under item (b) above and empowerment 
and authorization of any manager of the Company to register, on behalf 
of the Company, said changes in the share register of the Company; and 

(f) Miscellaneous. 


After deliberation, the Sole Shareholder takes the following 
resolutions: 


FIRST RESOLUTION 
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The entirety of the share capital of the Company being represented at 
the present Meeting, the Meeting waives the convening notices, the Sole 
Shareholder represented at the Meeting considering itself as duly 
convened and declaring having perfect knowledge of the agenda which 
has been communicated to them in advance. 

SECOND RESOLUTION 

The Sole Shareholder, as foreseen by article 10 of the articles of 
association of the Company, prior to the reduction of the share capital, 
which is the purpose of the present general meeting, resolves: 

to approve the redemption of all the Class J shares held by the Sole 
Shareholder, for the Class J Total Cancellation Amount of USD 

42.000. 000, as determined by the board of managers of the Company in 
their resolutions taken on December 27 th , 2016, on the basis of the 
interim accounts dated December 23 rd , 2016, duly signed by the board 
of managers of the Company showing the existence of a sufficient 
amount of distributable reserves pursuant to the companies act dated 10 
August 1915, as amended, and 

to subsequently reduce the share capital of the Company by an 
amount of USD 100,000 (one hundred thousand US Dollars), in order to 
bring the share capital of the Company from its current amount of USD 

1.000. 000 (one million US Dollars) to USD 900,000 (nine hundred 
thousand US Dollars), by way of the cancellation of the aforesaid 
repurchased 100,000 (one hundred thousand) Class J Shares (the 
Repurchased Shares) and the transfer of the total amount of the 
decrease to a free reserve. 

The Sole Shareholder, as foreseen by the articles of association of 
the Company, resolves to accept the repurchase of the Repurchased 
Shares and to record its intervention, as stated above. 

As a result of the above, the Sole Shareholder resolves to record that 
the shareholding in the Company is as follows:

THIRD RESOLUTION 
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The Sole Shareholder resolves to amend article 5, 10 and 19 of the 
articles of association in order to reflect the above-mentioned 
resolutions, so that they read henceforth as follows: 


“Articles 5. - Share Capital 

The share capital is set at nine hundred thousand US Dollars (USD 
900,000) represented by: 

• one hundred thousand (100,000) class A shares (the Class A 
Shares); 

• one hundred thousand (100,000) class B shares (the Class B 
Shares); 

• one hundred thousand (100,000) class C shares (the Class C 
Shares); 

• one hundred thousand (100,000) class D shares (the Class D 
Shares); 

• one hundred thousand (100,000) class E shares (the Class E 
Shares); 

• one hundred thousand (100,000) class F shares (the Class F 
Shares); 

• one hundred thousand (100,000) class G shares (the Class G 
Shares); 

• one hundred thousand (100,000) class H shares (the Class H 
Shares); and 

• one hundred thousand (100,000) class I shares (the Class I 
Shares), 

each having a nominal value of one US Dollar (USD 1) and having 
their rights and obligations as set out in these articles (the Shares). 

The Classes of Shares means the Class A, B, C, D, E, F, G, H and I 
Shares and any new classes of shares which may be created in the 
future (each being a Class of Shares).” 

“Art. 10. Redemption of shares. 

10.1 The Company shall have power, subject to due observance of 
the provisions of the law, to redeem its own shares. 

The Company may redeem its own shares only under a share capital 
reduction through a share repurchase and the immediate cancellation of 
the repurchased shares (a Share Redemption). Any Share Redemption 
requires the approval of (i) the sole manager or the board of managers, 
as the case may be, with respect to the share repurchase (the 
Repurchase), and (ii) the sole shareholder or the general meeting of 
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shareholders, as the case may be, with the same majority than for an 
amendment of these Articles in accordance with article 16, with respect 
to the immediate cancellation of the repurchased shares. 

A Share Redemption may in particular be carried out through the 
cancellation of an entire Class of Shares, provided that the Company 
shall redeem the Classes of Shares in reverse alphabetical order. 

10.2 In the event of a Share Redemption, the holders of Class A, B, 
C, D, E, F, G, H or I Shares, subject to the Share Redemption, shall be 
entitled to be paid by the Company the Class A, B, C, D, E, F, G, H or I 
Cancellation Value Per Share for each such redeemed and cancelled 
Share held by them. 

For the avoidance of doubt, such amounts shall be due and payable 
upon approval and completion of the Repurchase. 

10.3 For the purpose of this article 10, capitalised terms used herein 
shall, unless the context requires otherwise, have the following 
meanings: 

The Class A, B, C, D, E, F, G, H or I Cancellation Value Per Share 

shall be calculated by dividing the Class A, B, C, D, E, F, G, H or I Total 
Cancellation Amount by the number of Class A, B, C, D, E, F, G, H or I 
Shares to be redeemed and cancelled. 

Class A, B, C, D, E, F, G, H or I Available Amount means the total 
amount of net profits of the Company (including carried forward profits) 
as determined, as the case may be, by the sole manager or by the board 
of managers, increased by (i) the freely distributable reserves (if any) 
and by (ii) as the case may be, the amount of the share capital reduction 
and legal reserve reduction relating to the Class of Shares to be 
cancelled but reduced by (i) any losses (including carried forward 
losses) as determined, as the case may be, by the sole manager or by 
the board of managers, and by (ii) any sums to be placed into reserve(s) 
pursuant to the requirements of the law or of these Articles. 

Class A, B, C, D, E, F, G, H or I Total Cancellation Amount means 
an amount determined by the board of managers and approved by the 
general meeting on the basis of the relevant interim accounts, but shall 
not be higher than the Class A, B, C, D, E, F, G, H or I Available Amount 
at the time of the cancellation of the Class A, B, C, D, E, F, G, H or I 
Shares. ” 

"Art. 19. Appropriation of profits, Reserves. 

The gross profits of the Company stated in the annual accounts, after 
deduction of general expenses, amortisation and expenses represent 
the net profit. An amount equal to five per cent. (5%) of the net profits of 
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the Company is allocated to a statutory reserve, until this reserve 
amounts to ten per cent. (10%) of the Company's nominal share capital. 
The general meeting shall determine how the remainder of the annual 
net profits will be disposed of. 

The balance of the profit of the Company (after allocation to the 
statutory reserve, if applicable), if any, shall be distributed as follows: 

- to the holders of the Class A Shares, an amount equal to a 
cumulative dividend in an amount of not less than one per cent (1%) per 
annum of the nominal value of such Shares; 

- to the holders of the Class B Shares, an amount equal to a 
cumulative dividend in an amount of not less two per cent (2%) per 
annum of the nominal value of such Shares; 

- to the holders of the Class C Shares, an amount equal to a 
cumulative dividend in an amount of not less than three per cent (3%) 
per annum of the nominal value of such Shares; 

- to the holders of the Class D Shares, an amount equal to a 
cumulative dividend in an amount of not less than four per cent (4%) per 
annum of the nominal value of such Shares; 

- to the holders of the Class E Shares, an amount equal to a 
cumulative dividend in an amount of not less than five per cent (5%) per 
annum of the nominal value of such Shares; 

- to the holders of the Class F Shares, an amount equal to a 
cumulative dividend in an amount of not less than six per cent (6%) per 
annum of the nominal value of such Shares; 

- to the holders of the Class G Shares, an amount equal to a 
cumulative dividend in an amount of not less than seven per cent (7%) 
per annum of the nominal value of such Shares; 

- to the holders of the Class H Shares, an amount equal to a 
cumulative dividend in an amount of not less than eight per cent (3%) 
per annum of the nominal value of such Shares; and 

- to the holders of the Class I Shares, an amount equal to a 
cumulative dividend in an amount of not less than nine per cent (9%) per 
annum of the nominal value of such Shares. 

In accordance with article 198bis of the Companies Act interim 
dividends may be distributed, at any time, by the board of managers 
under the following cumulative conditions: 

(a) An interim accounting situation (etat comptable) is drawn up by 
the board of managers (the Interim Accounting Statement) (the 
Interim Accounting Statement shall be reviewed by an internal or 
accredited external auditor to the extent one has been appointed); 
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(b) Interim Accounting Statement shows that sufficient profits and 
other reserves (including without limitation share premium and capital 
surplus) are available for distribution, it being understood that the 
amount to be distributed may not exceed profits made since the end of 
the last financial year for which the annual accounts have been 
approved, if any, increased by carried forward profits and distributable 
reserves, and decreased by carried forward losses and the amount to be 
allocated to the legal reserves; 

(c) the decision to distributed interim dividends must be taken by the 
board of managers within two (2) months from the date of the Interim 
Accounting Statement; and 

(d) the rights of the creditors of the Company are not threatened, 
taking into account the assets of the Company. 

Where the interim dividends paid exceed the distributable profits at 
the end of the financial year, the relevant excess as acknowledged at 
the annual general meeting of shareholders, shall, unless otherwise 
decided by the board of managers at the time of the dividend 
declaration, be deemed to be an advance payment for future dividends. 
Without prejudice to this principle, if interim dividends were paid in 
excess of the distributable profits at the end of the financial year, the 
shareholders must refund the excess to the Company. 

Without prejudice to the competence of the board of managers set 
out above, the general meeting of shareholders may also distribute 
interim dividends from time to time, subject to complying with the same 
conditions (including review of an Interim Accounting Statement).” 

FOURTH RESOLUTION 

The Sole Shareholder resolves to authorise and empower any 
manager of the Company to individually register, in the share register of 
the Company, the cancellation of the Repurchased Shares made under 
the second resolution above and to see to any formalities in connection 
therewith (including for the avoidance of doubt, the filing and publication 
of documents with relevant Luxembourg authorities). 

ESTIMATES OF COSTS 

The expenses, costs, remunerations and charges in any form 
whatsoever, which shall be borne by the Company as a result of this 
notarial deed are estimated to be approximately seven thousand euro 
(EUR 7,000). 
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The undersigned notary who understands and speaks English, states 
herewith that on request of the proxyholder of the appearing parties, the 
present deed is worded in English, followed by a French version, at the 
request of the proxyholder of the appearing parties, in case of 
discrepancies between the English and the French text, the English 
version will be prevailing.

TRQISIEME RESOLUTION 

L'Associe Unique decide de modifier les articles 5, 10 et 19 des 
statuts afin d’y refleter les resolutions mentionnees ci-dessus, de sorte 
qu’ils auront desormais la teneur suivante : 

« Article 5. -Capital Social 

Le capital social est etabli a neuf cent mille dollars des Etats-Unis 
d’Amerique (USD 900.000) represente par :

• cent mille (100.000) parts sociales de classe B (les Parts

• cent mille (100.000) parts sociales de classe I (les Parts 

Sociales de Classe I), 

ayant une valeur nominale d’un dollar des Etats-Unis d’Amerique 
(USD 1) chacune et jouissant des droits et obligations detailles dans les 
presents Statuts (les Parts Sociales). 

Par Classes de Parts Sociales, on entend les Parts Sociales de 
Classe A, B, C, D, E, F, G, H et I ainsi que toute autre classe de parts 
sociales susceptibles d’etre creee a I’avenir (chacune de ces classes 
etant designee sous Classe de Parts Sociales). » 

« Article 10. - Rachat de parts sociales 

10.1 La Societe pourra acquerir ses propres parts sociales, sous 
respect des dispositions de la loi. 
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La Societe ne pourra racheter ses propres parts sociales que par le 
biais d’une reduction de capital par rachat de parts sociales et 
annulation immediate des parts sociales rachetees (le Rachat de 
Parts). Tout Rachat de Parts doit etre approuve (i) par le gerant unique 
ou le conseil de gerance, selon le cas, en cas de rachat de parts 
sociales (le Rachat), et (ii) par I’associe unique ou I’assemblee generate 
des associes, selon le cas, aux conditions de majorite identiques a

Sociales de Classe A, B, C, D, E, F, G, H ou I faisant I’objet d’un Rachat 
de Parts auront droit au paiement par la Societe de la Valeur 
d’Annulation d’une Part Sociale de Classe A, B, C, D, E, F , G, H ou I 
pour chacune des parts sociales qui se trouve rachetee et annulee et 
qu’ils detiennent. 

Afin d’eviter tout doute, les montants ci-dessus seront dus et 
payables une fois le Rachat approuve et termine. 

10.3 Dans le contexte du present article 10, les termes en majuscules 
y utilises auront la signification suivante : 

La Valeur d’Annulation d’une Part Sociale de Classe A, B, C, D, 
E, F, G, H ou I sera calculee en divisant le Montant Total des Parts de 
Classe A, B, C, D, E, F, G, H ou I annulees par le nombre de Parts 
Sociales de Classe A, B, C, D, E, F, G, H ou I a racheter et a annuler. 

Le Montant Total de Classe A, B, C, D, E, F G, H ou I Disponible 
signifie le montant total des benefices nets de la Societe (y compris les 
reports a nouveau), tel que determine, selon le cas, par le gerant unique 
ou le conseil de gerance, augmente (i) du montant des reserves 
librement distribuables (s’il y a lieu) et (ii) selon le cas, du montant de la 
reduction de capital et de la reduction de la reserve legale en relation 
avec la Classe de Parts Sociales a annuler mais diminue (i) du montant 
de toutes pertes eventuelles (y compris les pertes reportees), tel que 
determine, selon le cas, par le gerant unique et par le conseil de 
gerance, et (ii) de toutes sommes placees en reserve(s), en conformite 
avec la loi ou les presents Statuts.

« Article 19. - Distribution des benefices, reserves 

Les profits bruts de la Societe, constates dans les comptes annuels, 
deduction faite des frais generaux, amortissements et charges, 
constituent le benefice net. Sur le benefice net, il est preleve cinq pour 
cent (5%) pour la constitution d'un fonds de reserve jusqu'a ce que celui- 
ci atteigne dix pour cent (10%) du capital social nominal de la Societe.
